Report of the Superintending School Committee, 


At the close of another municipal year, we offer our report of the condition of 
our public schools. The following is a statement of the amount of money appro* 
priated for their use the past year.

The general character of the district schools has been, we think, rather above 
the average of former years. A few terms, however, as will be seen by reference 
to the report of the schools in the several districts, have been of little profit. The 
best schools are uniformly found in those districts where the people take the most 
interest in them. There the teachers arc selected with greater care, the school 
buildings are in better condition, and the scholars are inclined to look upon edu¬ 
cation as a matter of importance to themselves. 

It is*, a thing very creditable to the town that the school buildings arc almost 
without exception, in good condition. The new school house in District No. 3, 
erected in the place of the one burned last year, is a comfortable building, though 
not so thoroughly built as it was intended to be. About half the schools are sup¬ 
plied with outline maps, and the others will find it profitable to follow their exam¬ 
ple m this respect. Besides maps and blackboards, which may be called neces¬ 
saries, each district should have a copy of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, to be 
kept in the schoolroom for a reference book. The dictionary will be found an 
exceedingly valuable aid for both teachers and scholars. Money cannot be spent 
in a better way than by purchasing these equipments for the schoolroom. They 
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are the labor-saving machines in the educational line, and their value can be esti¬ 
mated by none better than by those older persons who did not have the benefit of 
such aids in their school days. 

Something has been said the past year about an equalization of school-money 
in the different districts, so as to make all the terms of the same or nearly the 
same length. This is a matter of some importance to one or two of the districts, 
and ought to be favorably considered. 

The attendance of scholars is by no means so large or so regular as it ought to 
be. For this we believe the parents are chiefly responsible. Home influence is 
the only thing that can effectually correct this evil. The law for compulsory at¬ 
tendance has been utterly without effect, and it is useless to suppose that any stat¬ 
ute enactment can be of much benefit. It is for parents and those interested to 
take the matter in hand for themselves. The common school system originated 
with a people whose fqndamcntal principle was that all are free and equal, and 
the purpose of its establishment was to enable all to exercise intelligently, the 
rights which belong to them. As it is in its nature a popular establishment, so it 
must be made efficient by popular interest; and when ever)* citizen shall feel a per¬ 
sonal responsibility for the welfare of the common schools, they will have attained 
’he highest state of excellence. 

FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 

The town voted at the last annual meeting, to establish Free High Schools in 
the Oak Hill and Dunstan districts, and the committee accordingly went through 
the necessary preliminaries and set the schools in operation. We endeavored to 
have the terms at different times, so that scholars who chose to do so might attend 
both. After some delay it was arranged to have the Oak Hill school in the fall, 
and the one at Dunstan following it in the winter. The services of Edmund 
Fogg, A. M., were engaged for the fall term, which began the first of October, 
and continued thirteen weeks. The number of scholars in attendance was about 
thirty. (We have no data from which to give the exact attendance or the studies 
pursued.) A good degree of progress was made by all, and though the attend¬ 
ance was small at the closing examination, it was evident that the term had been 
a profitable one. 

The winter term in the Dunstan district, began the first of January, in 
charge of William G. Lord, A. M., an able and experienced teacher. There was no 
delay at the commencement. Fifty-five scholars, mostly large and well advanced, 
were in attendance, and the term was soon in full operation. It continued four 
weeks, teacher and scholars seeming to vie with each other in activity and in¬ 
terest, when it became necessary on account of contagious sickness to discontinue 
the school for a time. After a vacation of two weeks it began ‘again with some 
diminution of the original number of scholars, and is now in successful progress. 
Mr. Lord is an educator in the broader sense of the word, and in spite of the dis¬ 
couraging circumstance of the prevalent sickness, has made this a very valuable 
term of school. 

The benefit of these schools comes largely from the education of teachers in 
them for the common schools, and in this way the town reaps a direct and imme-

diate advantage. We consider that the success of the free High Schools this 
year has been such as to warrant their continuance by the town, and we therefore 
recommend for that purpose on appropriation, the same as that of last year. We 
would particularly recommend that cither the municipal officers or school com¬ 
mittee be allowed to locate the schools and direct when the terms shall begin. If 
this be done, we believe that the High Schools will improve year after year, until 
they become of recognized necessity, and value to the town. 

DISTRICT No. i. Beech Hill. 

Summer Term .— Teacher, Miss II. J. FICKETT'. 

Number of scholars in district, 40. Whole number attending school, 18. 
Average number, 12. 

Miss Fickett succeeded in maintaining strict discipline throughout; which is a 
very important part and which has often been the lacking point heretofore in this 
school, but the mode of instruction we thought was not quite so thorough as it 
should have been. 

Fall Term.—Tacher, Miss LIZZIE E. JOHNSON. 

Whole number attending school, 26 . Average number, 16. 

The teacher and scholars appeared to be interested, the course of instruction 
thorough, and the progress of the school very good. 

DISTRICT No. 2. Black Point. 

Summer Term.—Miss MARYD. WOOD , Teacher. 

This was Miss Wood’s first attempt at teaching, and judging from the appear¬ 
ance of the school, she succeeded remarkably well. Whole number of scholars 
attending school, 40. Average number, 33. 

Winter Term.—Mr. WARREN Q. BROWN, Teacher. 

At our first visit there was quite a goodly number in attendance, and the 
school presented a promising appearance; at the close of the school there was 
quite a falling off in numbers, but those present showed a good degree of im¬ 
provement. 


DISTRICT No. 3 . Libby. 

Summer Term.—Miss SARAH A. LARRA BEE, Teacher. 

Again we found Miss Larrabee faithfully discharging her duties in this school, 
and we can speak of its management only in terms of praise. 

A fall term was also taught by Miss Larrabee, which was eminently satisfactory. 

Winter Term.—Mr. GEORGE B. LEA VITT, Teacher. 

This school is now in session. We regard Mr. Leavitt as a most excellent 
teacher, and hope he may be continued- as a teacher in our town. This district 
has been very fortunate in its selection of teachers the past year. 
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DISTRICT No. 4. Blue Point. 

Summer Term. — Mrs. LUCY E. LEAVITT,\ Teacher. 

This school has increased considerably in point of numbers within a few years, 
and is now one of the largest in town. Under the care of Mrs. Leavitt the schol¬ 
ars were quiet and orderly, the lessons well learned, and the term in general cred¬ 
itable to teacher and pupils. 

Whiter Term.—Taught by Mr. JOSEPH W. LEAVITT.
